is a peculiar mark of a chriſtian, a mark proper to him alone; 
who is moved to this not by nature, and the common light 
of mankind, but purely by his religion and devotion to hit 
Saviour. For there is no part of divine worſhip, in which 
he is intereſted ſo much as in this. It is more properly a 
chriſtian worſhip, than any other part of his duty. All the 
world confeſs that they are in duty bound to pray to God, to 
raiſe him, and to give him thanks; but to know him and 
acknowledge him through Jeſus Chriſt, and to give him 
thanks by doing this, belongs only to believers in the Son of 
God. 

The primitive chriſtians were ſo well convinced of this 
truth, and of the neceſſity of frequenting the Lord's table, 
that they never met to perform the duty of prayer, but they 
communicated by doing this in remembrance of the death and 
paſſion of our Saviour Chriſt; and as long as we have an 
need to grow in the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to en- 
creaſe in ſtrength and power, to reſiſt and conquer all tempt» 
ations, and to perform our ſeveral duties; to renew the ſenſe 
of our obligations to God, and to bind ourſelves fafter to 
him: to heighten our love and gratitude, and to ſtir up 
light and joy in God our Saviour; ſo long it will be necel- 
ſary. to do this, without which we can't obtain thoſe great 
ends and purpoſes. 

For by theſe outward fame, inſtituted and ordained by 
Chriſt himself, we expreſs our hearty conſent to the new co. 
venant, made by Chriſt, in his blood; and engage ourſelves 
to ſtand. on the terms and conditions of it. So that it is the 
ſame, as if we refuſed to be of Chriſt's religion: ſhould we 
refuſe or wilfully neglect to come to this holy communion,

But if we aſk, where are the perſons whom our Lord in- 
vites and calls to this holy communion ? It is anſwered, 
they are ALL,, who are baptized into the name of the

covenant, made in their name, when they were baptized, 
They are the perſons, who are invited, and acceptable at the 
holy table : and of whom Chriſt will take it ill, ſhould 
they, on any pretence, abſent themſelves. Therefore, don't 
entangle yourſelves in endleſs doubts and ſcruples about the 
qualifications required in thoſe, who come to the Lord's 
Supper; but be ſatisfied with an examination of your own _ 
heart by the following plain and certain rule. 

Do you believe the goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt to be the truth of 
God ? Do you conſent to be governed by his laws ? Do you 
remember, and will you ſtand to the vow that was made in 
your name, when you were baptized ? Are you deſirous to re- 
new that covenant in the manner deſcribed ? Do you value his 
favour and grace declared in his precious promiſes above all 
earthly things? Would you partake of his holy communion, 
that you may commemorate your Saviour's dying love; that 
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you may own and acknowledge him to be your Saviour, and 

that you may devote and unite your hearts unto him in ſtricter 
| friendſhip, that you may bind yourſelf in the bond of peateto 
all your brethren, and that you may receive more of his grace 
and greater aſſurance of his love, as the moſt invaluable 
bleſſing ? Then lay aſide all your fears, and humbly approach 
unto him, to render him the ſacrifice of praiſe and thankſgiving, 
and to receive freſh tokens of his unchangeable love, goud- 
will, and affections.
